Weleenburg, Colo., April 28, 3a.m—Shertff 

Wet Farr of Huerfano county reported at 
1 o'clock this morning thet firing con- 
tinued spasmodically at the Walsen mine 
near here and thet seven men had been 
Billed. Four of these were said to have been 
Killed before dark and the remainder since 
7 dock last night. 

All of the reported dead, he said, were 
mine guards. Troops arrived just before 
‘Midnight and set out for the mine. 

The battle at the Walsen mine followed 
an attack on the nearby McNally mine in 
the afternoon and early evening. The strik- 
rs are reported to have captured the Mo- 
Nally mine, from which the miners and 
others on the property were supposed to 
have escaped to the Walsen mine with the 
aid of the seventy-five guards at that prop- 
The battle began at 2:30 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon when strikers attacked the mine. 
At 9 o'clock last night two unidentified men 
were lying dead on the field.

Io CHECK REVOLT 


Reported at El Paso that Leader 
of Rebels Seeks to Cause 
Ousting of Chief Ald, 


El Paso, Tex., April 27.—[Special.]—Gen. 
Villa left Juarez today for Chihuahua City 
to check a revolt which Gen. Venustiano 
Carranza, it is asserted, has started among 
Villa’s commanders. 

Information, it is said, reached Villa this 
morning that Carranza has taken advantage 
of the absence of the rebel warrioro to spread 
discontent among his officers and men in an 
effort to raby them to Carranza’s support, 
and that a plot had been formed to make 
Gen? Maclovio Herrera commander of the 
rebel army. Gen. Manuel Chao is said to be 
implicated in the plot. 

It is admitted by Villa’s friends that the 
breach between the victor of Torreon and the 
first chief of the revolution has reached a 
crisis. Villa has strongly criticised Car- 
ranza for the note he sent to President Wil- 
gon, but little of his real criticism has been 
made public. It is known that he spoke 
planly. even threateningly, to the first chief 
in telegrams. 7 
Falls Into Huerta Trap. 
Carranza has fallen into the trap laid for 
him by Huerta, Villa’s friends declare. He 
has started a revolt with the idea that the 
rebels generally do not like Villa's friend- 
liness for the AmeriCAns, and he expects 
Villa’s whole army to turn from him unless 
the rebel warrior changes his attitude. 

But rebels in Juarez say Carranza is play- 
ing with fire; that Villa has a more firm 
hold upon the rebel army than Carranza has 
any idea of, and that 1,500 men which Car- 
ranza brought from Sonora with him will be 
needed by the first chief shortly after Villa 
begins straightening out matters in Chi- 


huahua. 

It is known in Juarez that Villa went south 
in haste and in anger. It is known that he 
has little love for Carranza, and it is be- 
lieved that a clash which will mean the 
overthrow of either Carranza or Villa will 
occur tonight or tomorrow.

Vera Cruz, April 27.—American refugees 
who arrived from Mexico City today but 
who had come from the more northerly 
states reported a rumor prevalent last Sat- 
urday that the United States consul and two 
newspaper correspondents have been put in 
jail at Hermosillo, the capital of Sonora and 
the headquarters of the Constitutionalist 
commander, Gen. Carranza. 

There is no verification of the report here.

“Be is a bandit, to be sure, but he has 
proved himself a great leader, gruwing not 
only in power but in understanding of what 
the world demands. We must choose wheth- 
er we are willing to accept this man’s services 
or declare war.”

“Our guns are trained on the city day 
and night, ready for anything that comes 
up. We also ‘ave extra watches, for you 
can't trust these halfbreeds. ) 


‘Think They Can Whip Us.“ 
“These ‘Spicks’ have an idea they can 
whip us to hear them talk about their three 
little gunboats, that are no larger than the 
Dubuque which is used by the Illinois naval 
reserve. They brag about the big guns that 
are aboard their ships. The largest one is a 
four inch, which has no show at all to pierce 
our armor, 
„The rebels are firing on the town day and 
night, trying to capture it. The Federals 
fire their field pieces, no matter which way 
they are pointed, just so long as they make 
a noise. Théy arrest any one they see, give 
him a gun, and send him on the firing line. 
Most of them are under 16 years of age.

‘Dear Brother Meyer: I am sorry to say 
that I cannot make any use of your cuff 
buttons, but I thank you just the same for 
them. I might make use of them when I 
wear civilian clothes. You can send a pic- 
ture of yourself, which will be just as good, 
if not better. I would send youa picture of 
myself if I were on shore to have one taken. 
I have been on the ship for three months and 
couldn’t get off.

Federal Troops Far Away. 

No trace of Mexican soldiers in the country 
surrounding Vera Cruz was observed by 
navy aviators who engaged in scout work 
over the city and environs today. 

** Aviators Bellinger and Saufley, a mes- 
sage sent to Washington by Rear Admiral 
Fletcher said, “‘made a scout flight of one 
hour and forty minutes at an altitude of 8,000 
feet. They covered the territory reaching 
ten miles west, fifteen miles north, and twelve 
miles south of the city. One burned place 
was located, as well as breaks in the rail- 
road. : 

“The San Francisco bridge was found in- 
tact except that the rails had been taken off. 
Another scout trip was made at an altitude 
of 1,200 feet over the environs of the city. 
No trace of Mexican soldiers was observed“ 


Huerta Holds All Railroads. 
With the exception of the Pan-American 
railway, extending from Guatemala up the 
west coast to connection with the Tehuante- 
pec road, Gen. Huerta is now operating with 
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early in the morning and going about their 
accustomed routine. 

Vera Cruz stores are doing a thriving busi- 
ness supplying those who fled leaving every- 
thing behind. The cafés are reduced to 
meager bill of fares to meet the demand. Ice 
is at a premium, and restaurants are atriving 
to reopen trade with truck gardeners and 
dairies to the southward. Peonsare flocking 
to the city daily, their arms laden with live 
chickens and eggs carried for miles to get 
the unusual prices which prevail here. 


Capt. Stickney of the Prairie, now captain 
of the port, is making good progress in 


straightening out the customs house tangle. 
He found desks rifled of many papers, pre- 
sumably by departing Federal officials, but 
believes they were taken in order that the 
officials might clear their own accounts 
rather than to embarrass the Americans. 


Many More Arms Seized. 
Considerable quantities of arms and am- 


munition have been seized by the American 
naval authorities here as a result of the or- 
der that all arms in the possession of civil- 
lans must be given up. 

During the searches by the provost mar- 
shals, 600 rifles, 100 revolvers, 200 machetes, 
and 25,000 rounds of ammunition were seized. 
Since the order was issued demanding the 
surrender of firearms, the inhabitants have 
given up 4,000 rifles, 1,2000 revolvers, 1,000 
machetes, twenty-four boxes of gunpowder, 
and 50,000 rounds of ammunition. 

One Mexican brought in the barrel of a 
machine gun. He carried it to the provost's | 
office wrapped in a newspaper. He explained 
that he had found the gun barrel, on the

PARIS, April 27.—The completed returns 
in the general election for the chamber of 
deputies show that France wants neither 
revolution nor reaction. The new chamber 
will differ little in its composition from 
the old. 

The political leaders consider that the 
country has given a clear indication that it 
favored the program of the Briandist federa- 
tion. A large number of Caillaux Radicals 
threw over the official program of the party 
adopted at the Pau congress and substituted 
many articles of the Briandists.

ONCE CHIEF OF LIBERALS. 


Two Men Who Were Among the 
Prisoners Had No Charges 
Against Them. 


Vera Cruz, April 27.—Seven political pris- 
oners were released today from the San 
Juan de Ullua fortress, where they had been 
confined by President Huerta without trial. 
Some of the men had been in the prison for 
nearly a year. 

Among those released was Fernandino 
Iglesias Calderon, one of thé most widely 
known politicians in Mexico, who formerly 
was the leader of the Liberal party. He was 
arrested in this city Feb. 16 last after the 
discovery of an alleged plot in the capital by 
the Huerta secret service agents, whe 
claimed to have information that Sefior Cal- 
deron was deeply involved. 

Freed After Americans’ Visit. 


The release of Sefior Calderon followed a 
visit to the prison by a commission of Ameri- 


can naval officers, but was made voluntarily 
by the warden of the fortress, Col. Aurelio 
Vigil. 

Later the fortress was taken over by the 
Americans and! nowi flies the: American? flag. 
It is under command of Capt. Stickney, com- 
mander of the port. 

The others released were Julio Hernandez 
Serrano, Hériberto Casas, Alejandro Avila, 
Lieut. Branja, Mario Olivares, and José Vas- 
quez Olivares. 


No Charges Against Two. 

Against the first two men no charges had 
been made. Avila was a law clerk who had 
the misfortune to be a relative of a rebel of 
the same name and was charged with sedi- 
tion. Lieut. Branja was the leader of the 
rebellion in the state of Tabasco and was cap- 
tured only after hard fighting.

CENSURES SABATH 


Finds Congressman’s Clients 
Defrauded City of $7,000 
in School Sites, 


WIDE CONSPIRACY SEEN. 


Political Influence Said to Have 
Aided in Getting High 
Prices. 


The joint committee investigating the pur- 
chase of school sites yesterday received the 
report of its subcommittee appointed to draft 
the findings. 

The subcommittee’s report criticised Con- 
gressman Sebath for allowing his clients, 


Ball, to make misrepresentatwns to the 
board which brought them thousands of dol- 
lars in the sale of their land for a school site 
at Douglas boulevard and Lawndale avenue. 

It recounted the fact that the congressman 
indorged the checks received by Joseph 
Weisskopf and Ball in payment for the land 
and that they were canceled by Sabath'e 
bank and the money placed to his credit. It 
stated that the board had been defrauded out 
ef $7,000 by the congressman's clients. 


Fight to Shield Sabath. 

‘Action on the report was deferred until a 
week from next Thursday, after friends of 
Congressman Sabath protested against the 
inelusion of his name. The fight for the 
shielding of Sabath was led by former Ald. 
Si Mayer and Joseph A. Holpuch, Harrison 
appointee to the school board. Mr. Mayer 
has been close to the Harrison administra- 
tion and has sought at every turn during the 
investigation to throw discredit on any testi- 
mony involving Congressman Sabath or the 
late Ad. Manny” Abrahams. 

Mr. Holpuch is the man who has been 
awarded a contract to build part of the pro- 
posed city hospital for c es, 
with a promise of further contracts. Mayor 
Harrison’s legal departmem ruled that asa 
member of the board of education he is not 
an official of the city. 


Sabath’s Connections Cited, 
The following paragraph of the report 
started the contention: 

The Weisskopfs and Ball testified that 
Comgressman A. J. Sabath was their at- 
torney in this transaction,. though Con- 
gressman Sabath did not enter his ap- 
pearance as the attorney of record for 
them in the condemnation proceedings. 
However, when County Treasurer Wil- 
liam L. O'Connell paid over the money for 
the 350 feet on Lawndale avenue belong- 
ing to the said Weisskopfsand Ball, three 
checks aggregating $20,103 were delivered 
to Mr. Hoffman, an attorney in the em- 
ploy of Congressman Sabath’s law firm, 
and two of said checks, one for $17,503, 
payable to the order of Joseph R. Weiss- 
kopf, and the other for $5,585, payable to 
the order of Adolph Ball, were indorsed 
by said Weisskopf and said Ball and re- 
turned to Congressman Sabath, who in- 
dorsed them and deposited them to his 
personal credit in his own bank account 
in the Foreman Bros. Banking company. 


Refund of Money Demanded. 

The next paragraph which aroused the ire 
of Congressman Sabath's friends occurred. 
in the findings.“ It read: 

Welsskopfs and Ball should refund 
to the board of education $3,500 which 
they received on account of alleged 
“ building operations,“ and they should 
also refund to the board the amount al- 
lowed for special assessments,“ 33. 500 
and interest. (There were no special 
assessments.) Likewise the Chicago 
Title and Trust company should be made 
to stand in the breach and reimburse 
the board for the amount of the alleged 
especial assessments in case the Weiss- 
kops and Ball refuse or neglect to do so. 
Congressman A. J. Sabath acted as attor- 
ney for the said Weisskopfs and Ball in 
this transaction and either knew or ought 
to have known that his clients had in- 
curred no expense for the so-called build- 
ing operations, and he should not have 
permitted his clients to make that false 
representation to Attorney Shannon. 


Mayer Attacks Report. 

As soon as Attorney Hobart P. Young had 
finished reading the report Mr. Mayer said: 

“ There seems to be in here a number of 
things not in the other reports of the sub- 
committee. Although Iam a member of that 
subcommittee, there is a large part of this 
that is new to me It appears to me the 
first part of this report was carefully pre- 
pared from an article in THE TRIBUNB, 
Suppose THE TRIBUNE did make criticisms. 
There has been no testimony given here to 
show that any wrong was done.“ 

Mr. Mayer was interrupted by Mr. Hol- 
puch. 

This report is full of inferences and in- 
sinuations,’""* he shouted. ‘‘ Suppose that 
men did buy up land to sell to the school 
board. What crime is therein that? They 
have a perfect right to do it. If the school 
board overpays them, that is not their 
fault.“ 


“Conspiracy,” Kjellander Says. 

“Don't you think it is peculiar. Ald. 
Kijellander said, “‘ that these people went all 
over the city and bought up property that 
the board wanted to buy? 

Is ita crime?” Mr. Holpuch asked.

latter case through some political influ- 
ence.“ The tenth finding 18: 


That a combination or conspiracy was 
entered into by a number of persons to 
make money by buying land which they 
knew the board of education had decided 
to acquire for school purposes, and sell- 
ing the same to the board at a large 
profit. 


That the operations of said persons are 

of a comparatively recent date, and have 
, been effectually stopped by this investi- 
gation. 

That as the evidence as to who were 
the members of such combination comes 
from unreliable sources, and as names 
of all the members have doubtless not 
been disclosed, the committee feels that 
it would be unwise and nothing could be 
gained by mentioning the names of any 
persons. 

No reliable testimony has been presented, 
the report asserts, to support the charge 
that any members of the board has given 
out tips.. 


These Recommendations Made. 


There are six recommendations. They are, 


— — — — 


briefly, as follows: 

There should be no attempt at secrecy 
in matters pertaining to the purchase of 
sites. The practice of offering property 
owners absurdly low prices as a basis 
for condémnation proceedings should be 
abandoned. The board should appoint a 
committee consisting of the president, 
secretary, and chairman of the commit- 
tee on buildings and grounds, to make 
offers to owners, basing their offers on 
the opinion of a qualified teal estate ex- 
pert and the assessed valuation. 

The board should appoint a standing 
committee to consist of the president, sec- 
retary, attorney, and chairmen of finance 
and buildings and grounds committees 
to decide at what prices agreed verdicts 
and direct purchases shall be recom- 
mended to the board. 

The council committee on schools should 
appoint a subcommittee of three to re- 
port the necessity for and the desirability 
of each new school site, and to learn 
whether or not the price proposed to be 
paid by the board for all sites obtained 
through direct purchage is reasonable. 
The final recommendation is that the board 

take steps to recover the $7,000 paid out to 
the Weisskopfs and Ball on account of

Another Battle at Lafayette. 

Boulder, Colo.; April 27.—Strikers fired on 
the Vulcan mine at Lafayette tonight at 
10:30, and for half an hour a bitter fight 
waged between them and the mine guards. 
In the beginning the guards replied to the 
strikers’ assault with rifles only, but when 
the aggressors became more formidable the 
guards opened fire with two machine guns, 
A few minutes only was necessary to drive 
the strikers back, and all firing ceased at 11 
o' clock. So far as could be learned there 
were no casualties. 

The Gorham mine, near Marshall, also was 
attacked by strikers at the same hour to- 
night, but the machine guns located on the 
tipple of the mine were brought into action 
at once, and the strikera withdrew after 
only a few minutes firing. It is not known 
that any were wounded in the attack. 

The entire northern strike field, which has 
been comparatively quiet while the strikers 
in the southern fleld had been most active, 
became the scene of violence tonight. The 
detachment of state militia which had been 
located here for several months was with- 
drawn yesterday, leaving fer the southern 
fielde to reinforce the national guardsmen 
there. | 

Troops Sent from Indlow. 

Trinidad, Colo., April 27.—Another body of 
state troops was detached from the military 
camp et Ludlow when Troop D cavalry, un- 
der Lieut. Morrison, and company H, First 
infantry, under Capt. Dowling, were sent 
to Walsenburg. About fifty militiamen went 
from Ludlow, arriving in the Huerfano coun- 
ty strike district shortly before midnight. 

ROCKEF ER REFUSES PLEA. 

New York, A 27.—([Special.)—Acting as 
the direct representative of President Wil- 
son, Congressman, Martin D. Foster, chair-. 
man of the house committee on mines and 
mining, hurried here from Washington to- 
day to urge John D. Rockefeller Jr. to lend 
his support to the efforts being made to end 
the strikers’ war in Colorado. 

Mr. Foster’s proposal was that the Rocke- 
teller interests agree to the appointment ofa 
commission to mediate the troubles be- 
tween mine owners and strikers. 

At the close of a three hour conference 
with Mr. Rockefeller, Mr. Foster said that 
nothing definite had been accomplished. 

went over the ground thoroughly with 
Mr. Rockefeller and explained the whole 
gituation to him,“ Mr. Foster said. .*‘ I ex- 
plained that the president did not want to 
send federal troops into the strike district; 
that the president was trying to prevent 
bloodshed. 

„At the conclusion of the conference Mr. 
Rockefeller told me that he did not consider 
himself in a position to arbitrate the de- 
mands of the miners, and the conference 
ended. I do not believe Mr. Rockefeller will 
do anything further in the matter.” 


Will Recommend Sending Troops. 

Mr. Foster returned at once to Washington, 
where, it was understood, he would advise 
the president that in his opinion federal 
troops at once should be sent to Trinidad. 

The sending of Mr. Foster to Mr. Rocke- 
feller as the president’s special representa- 
tive followed a personal appeal made on 
Sundey by the president to John D. Rocke- 
feller Sr. in connection with the mine strike 
situation. The president appealed to Mr. 
Rockefeller as the dominant factor in the 
Colcrado Fuel and Iron company, against 
which the miners are striking. ~~ 

At the Standard Oil offices it was admitted 
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that Mr. Rockefeller Sr. hada received a com- 
munication from the president asking him to 
endeavor to bring about a peaceful settle- 
ment of tho labor troubles in Colorado. It 
is understcod that Mr. Rockefeller replied 
that he personally had never taken an active 
part in the Colorado company, but that he 
would be glad to ask his son to take the mat- 
ter up at once. 


WILSON DELAYS ACTION. 

Washington, D. C., April 27.—After a long 
conference tonight at the White House be- 
tween President Wilson, Secretary Garrison, 
and Senator Thomas, Secretary Garrison an- 
} nounced that no orders sending federal troops 
into Colorado would be issued tonight. He 
said the situation would be taken up again 
tomorrow morning. 

It is understood that there has been a 
doubt in the president's mind as to his power 
to send federal troops into a state merely 
on the request of the governor. In this con- 
nection, section 4 of article 4 of the constitu- 


tion has been closely examined at the White 
House. This provision is as follows: 

“The United States shall guarantee to 
every state in this union a republican form of 
government and shall protect each of them 
against invasion, and on application of the 
legislature or of the executive (when the 
legislature cannot be convened) against 
domestic violence.“ 


TRADE COMMISSION URGED 
TO GUIDE SMERMAN LAW. 


Chicago Association of Commerce Ap- 
proves Special Committee’s Report 
on Anti-Trust Legislation. 


The Chicago Association of Commerce 
made public yesterday the report of a spe- 
cial committee on anti-trust legislation. The 
report favored the creation of an interstate 
trade commission. . 

The purpose of the proposed trade commis- 
sion is to regulate the application of the 
Sherman anti-trust law. The report of the 
committee was approved by the executive 
committee. The president of the association 
will appoint a committee to present the re- 
port to President Wilson and congress. 

The report favors the Sherman anti-trust 


law as it now stands. The report in part 
reads: 

“We favor the Sherman anti-trust law 
without change, but realize the necessity of 
creating new machinery independent of the 
department of justice to carry out to the full- 
est extent the remedial theory of the Sher- 
man law—this machinery to be supplied by 
creation of the interstate trade commis- 
sion. 

We believe no system of statutory defini- 
tions respecting business practices can oper- 
ate with uniform fairness to all, and that any 
law attempting to set forth detailed acts 
which shall be held to constitute a restraint 
of trade will be found impractical.”

ROSEHILL REPORT 


Advertising Attack on ‘The 
Tribune’ Fails to Disprove 
the Charges. 


STATE LAWS NOT OBEYED. 


Huttig’s Note “Held” by Com- 
pany; Financial Statement 
Lacks Details. 


A page advertisement was inserted in vari- 
ous Chicago newspapers yesterday attack- 
ing THB TRIBUN® for its disclosures concern- 
ing the manner in which the funds of Rose- 
hill cemetery for perpetual care of the dead 
were being administered. 

The advertisement asserted THe Trisune 
article was “ entirely unwarranted, without 

foundation and untrue.” It further as- 
gerted that the advertisement had been 


offered to THE TRIBUNE at its regular adver- | 


tising rates, but THE TRIBUNE had refused to 
accept it 

This article and disclosures to follow may 
explain why Tun Tano refused to open 
its advertising columns to the Rosehill com- 
pany’s statement in exchange for money. 


$75,000 in Secretary’s Bank. 

It was disclosed auring the day that on 
Jan. 1, 1914, $75,000 of the cemetery funds, 
supposedly invested in permanent interest 
bearing securities, was on deposit in a coun- 
try bank in Smithboro, III. The head of the 
bank ie Charles B. Munday. He is secre- 
tary and treasurer of the Rosehill company. 
He is also vice president of the La Salle 
Street Trust and Savings bank. Other 
funds of the cemetery have reposed in the 
La Salle street bank. 

The Rosehill cemetery advertisement in 
various Chicago newspapers said: 

“The assertion that the perpetual care 
fund holds the note of the Huttig Manufac- 
turing company for $60,000 is absolutely false 
e „ nor is there any connection between 
the companies in which H. W. Huttig is in- 
terested and the Rosehill Cemetery com- 


pany.” 


“Held” Huttig’s Note. 

The article in THs TRIBUNE did not say 
that the Rosehill Cemetery association 
“hokis Huttig's note. It asserted that the 
association “held” the note—that it had 
loaned $60,000 to Mr. Huttig’s business enter- 
prises. Mr. Huttig is president of the Rose- 
hill company. He is interested in manufac- 
turing enterprises in Muscatine, Ia. 

It was disclosed during the day that on 
April 22, the day after TH TRIBUNE investi- 
gation of the cemetery funds was started, a 
letter was written to an interested party 
promising to get the $60,000 loan off the books 
within two weeks. A Chicago banker said 
that to his personal knowledge the ceme- 
tery’sa $60,000 was represented by Huttig’s 
note on April 23. 


Publication of Securities. 

The advertisement further states: 

“Rosehill Cemetery company has never 
published, nor has it been requested to pub- 
lish, the list of securities held by the per- 
petual care fund. Neither the charter nor 
the bylaws of the company, nor does the law 
of any statute of the state of Illinois re- 
quire such publication.” 

Examination of the revised statutes of 
Mlinois indicate the Kosehill cemetery com- 
pany bas violated the law in two particulars. 

The trustees have pot reported to, or con- 
sulted with, County Judge Owens regarding 
the investments of the perpetual care funds. 

Further, they have not kept this fund sep- 
erate from other assets of the company, as 
provided by law, but have reinvested a con- 
siderable sum of the care fund in the securi- 
ties of the cemetery company. 


Law Since 1885 on Subject. 

The act of 1885 to regulate cemeteries, as 
amended in 1889, provides as follows: 

“The board of directors of such cemetery, 
gociety, or cemetery association, or the 
trustees of any public graveyard, may set: 
apart such portions as they see fit of the 
moneys received from the sale of the lots. 
in such cemetery or graveyard, 
which sums shall be kept separate 
from all other assets as an especial 
trust fund, Ps 
and they shall keep the same invested 
in safe interest or income bearing securi- 
ties, for the purpose of keeping said cemetery 
and the lots therein permanently in good 


rived from such trust fund shall be applied 
only to that purpose and shall not be diverted 
from such use. 

“The trust fund mentioned in sections 4 
and 5 of this act shall be vested in said board 
of directors or trustees,

report to said judge of all such trust 
funds in their hands and the securi- 
ties taken therefor.”

ACTUAL SALES REQUIRED. 


Defendants in Anti-Trust Suit Consent 
to Order. 


Judge Landis yesterday issued a sweeping 
decree enjoining the Elgin board of trade, its 
officers and agents, from artificially fixing 
prices on butter and from continuing the 
operations of the board's quotation commit- 
tee. , 

The decree, which was entered by consent 
of counsel for the defendants, Attorneys 
Buckingham and Tyrrell, {s a victory for the 
government in that it.meets all of the de 
mands made by District Attorney Wilkerson 
in the original bill filed in December, 1912. 
Acceptance of its terms by the defendants 
brought the anti-trust suit to an amicable 
settlement without a trial. 

The oourt’s order permanently enjoins the 
Elgin board and its officers, Charles H. Pot- 
ter, H. C. Christians, J. P. Mason, Colvin 
N. Brown, and A. C. Hawley, from further 
engaging in a combination and conspiracy 
to restrain interstate trade in the purchase 
and gale of butter.

ly obtained upon said board in bona fide 
sales of butter. 

Fixing or determining by contract, 
combination, or agreement, the bids or 
offers which members of said Elgin board 
of trade shal] make with respect to pur- 
chases or sales of butter, in advance of 
the making of bids or offers. 

Making fictitious or washed or pre- 
tended sales or purchases of butter for 
the purpose of misleading any person as 
to the actual price at which butter is be- 
ing sold upon the board, or which are in- 
tended to be used in any way asa basis 
for the making of quotations. 

Making or participating in or knowing- 
ly permitting on the board at any time 
any sale or purchase of butter that is not 
a bona fide transaction in which the sell- 
er in good faith intends to deliver the 
commodity and the purchaser in good 
faith intends to accept and pay therefor. 


Actual Sales Necessary, 

By the terms of the decree the activities 
of the Elgin board are now limited to pro- 
viding a place for its members to engage in 
making actual purchases and sales of butter 
at prices governed by supply and demand. 

An anti-trust suit involving a similar ques- 
tion is that against the Chicago Butter and 
Egg board. This case was heard by Master 
in Chancery Morrison, argued in court, and 
is now under advisement by Judge Landis. 


SULLIVAN WINS FIRST TEST 
IN NEWSPAPER LIBEL SUIT. 


Judge Thompson Sustains Counts and 
Overrules Demurrer in $20,000 Ac- 
tion Against Mattoon Publication. 


Charleston, III., April 27.—[Special.]—Judge

decision sustaining three counts and over- 
ruling counts in the demurrer of the $20,000 
libel suit of Roger C. Sullivan against the 
Commercial Star company of Mattoon. The 
case is set for trial on Monday, May 4. 
Roger C. Sullivan was in court at the ren- 
dering of the decision.

It is hardly possible that it will come 
at a time so favorable to this nation as that 
offered last Monday. 

If mediation does not result in a tempo- 
rary settlement of Mexican wi fare, it will 
be considered the crowning failure of Chau- 
tauqua Diplomacy. 


NELSON O’SHAUGHNESSY. 

The departure unharmed from Mexico 
of our chargé d’affaires, Secretary of Em- 
bassy Nelson O'Shaughnessy, gives occa- 
sion for congratulation to that young offi- 
cial not only for his escape from a position 
of considerable personal danger but also 
upon the end of a stage in his professional 
career which he has completed with great 
credit. 

Mr. O’Shaughnessy’s task, after the re- 
tirement of Henry Lane Wilson, was del- 
icate and difficult. He has accomplished 
it without blundering, with tact and good 
judgment. It is to be hoped neither will de- 
sert him when he returns and that his good 
service will assure him recognition and ad- 
vancement in his profession. 

The American diplomatic service needs 
more trained and experienced members like 
Mr. O'Shaughnessy, and it is to be hoped the 
inroads of old fashioned spoils politics which 
Mr. Bryan’s parochial viewpoint has in- 
duced him to permit and commit will not 
reach this proved man.

A TRIUMPH FOR JUDICIAL REFORM 
[St. Louis Post-Dispatch.) 

The average time required to secure the 
adjudication of 4 case by the federal Su- 
preme court has probably not been legs than 
three years within the memory of most law- 
vers still in practice. Often it has been four 
years. 

That the average time is about to be re- 
duced by at least two years is the effect ofa 
moet gratifying announcement from Wash- 
ington. It ie said that by the time court ad- 
journe in May for the summer it will have 
all prior cases disposed of and be prepared 
to take up cases filed only one year before. 
This means that public damning corpora- 
tions which resist their legal obligations by 
taking appeals to this court can get immu- 
nity through delay for only a twelvemonth 
instead of the scandalous delays of which 
the mill tax and terminal suits are typical. 

How has an accomplishment so important 
to the movement for judicial reform beep 
brought about? Simply by increased ingus- 
try on the part of the nine justices. By work- 
ing hard enough in the recent past to dis- 
pose of cases at the rate of 500 a year, in- 
stead of 800, they have gained two years on 
the litigation ahead of them. 

This is the beginning of judicial reform in 
the right place. General criticism of the 
courts has brought nowhere else a response 
that will have such farreaching effects. It 
is a reminder to all judges of their own heavy 
responsibility for present unsatisfactory 
conditions. Added to the measures which 
are being pressed in localities throughout the 
union for court betterments, it means a

HELPING ONE’S SELF. 

HEN a recruit understands how to 
take care of himself so he will be 
useful and not a burden to his regi- 
ment, it is time enough for him to 
take the usual lessons in the man- 

ual of arms. In addition to the usual phys- 
ical examination. to which all recruits must 
submit, it would be well to examine them 
as to their knowledge of preparing food, the 
dangers of sewage, polluted food, water, and 
soil, and at least as to their knowledge of 
disease prevention. 

If this knowledge is necessary in an army, 
why is it not necessary out of the army? 
There is no reason why the women should 
have all the knowledge that goes with 
housekeeping. There is no good reason for 
not teaching every boy at an early age how 
to sew the buttons on his own clothes or to 
sew up the numerous rips in his garments 
and to darn his own socks. 

There is no good reason for his not doing 
these and other things for himself, after 
he has learned how, all the rest of bis life. 
The girls all do so, and are the boys so much 
inferior to their sisters that they cannot do 
those simple things for themselves? 

All of this leads to the thought, Why 
should not everybody at all times prepare his 
own food? There are in every city and 
town scores of instances where there are 
two or three servants to care for two peo- 
ple in the household—a husband and wife, 
for instance. | 

When one gets to thinking right down 
close to the question he is apt to conclude 
‘hat it is strange that it takes one person 
to cook the food of these two and another 
person to serve it on a well appointed table. 
The idea grows more strange, if not ludi- 
crous, if it happens that both the husband 
and wife are growing gouty and fat from 
eating too much and for the need of ¢xer- 
cise, 

If every one prepared his own meals there 
would not be so many people who look 
overfed, there would be less gout and less 
of the many ailments that overfeeding 
brings. There also would be some food left 
for the poor and for all of those who now 
are much underfed. There would be less 
valuable and nourishing food thrown into 
the garbage pail. 

All this would mean an improvement in 
the public health and would give to many 
length of days to which they are not now 
eligible. On the material side of the ques- 
tion it would be a mighty blow to the high 
cost of living and the cost of high living 
as well.

The mother seemed well until a few months 
before the child was born, and from what I 
gather it was some neglect at birth that 
caused her death, or at least hastened it.’’

of the present day, the Legion of Honor. 
But the dinner went off without a single 
hitch, and in lieu of considering it necessary 
to commit suicide to save his honor, he re- 
ceived from King George the cross of the 
Victorian order of knighthood as a token 
of royal satisfaction.

The chef in question, now doubly a knight, 
is Eugene Mourier, president of the National 
Society of Cooks in France, admittedly the 
greatest gastronomical artist of his day and 


Paris of the Pré Catélan, and of Armenon- 
ville, three Parisian restaurants particularly 
well known to people from this side of the 
Atlantic.

The remains were conveyed, not in a pros- 
trate, but in a sitting position, as if she were 
alive, in the train, were met on arrival at 
the railroad terminus at Tokio by princes, 
great nobles, ministers, and officials, were 
reverently placed in a sitting position in her 
state coach, and were driven at a trot, sur- 
rounded by an escort of cavalry, to her 
palace. 

At its entrance she was received in state 
by all the members of her household and was 
then escorted to her apartments, just as if 
still alive.

The genera] orders announcing his depar- 
ture to the troops under his command in 
Formosa bore his seal and signature, or 
what purported to be such. 

The man-of-war that carried his body to 
Yokohama flew no emblems of mourning. 
Meals were served in the cabin where he was 
supposed to be, and the military and naval 
daily reports were made to his deaf ears 
every morning and evening, as if he were 
still alive. 

On reaching Yokohama the warship was 
received with the usual honors, and, arrayed 
in his field marshal's uniform, he was 
„geen * seated in his saloon carriage on the 
railroad, his staff in their places around him. 

Arriving at the Tokio terminus the same 
gorgeously uniformed figure was conveyed 
to a coupe and was driven in a sitting posi- 
tion to the prince’s palace, and it was only 
on the following day, that is to say within 
a few hours of his obsequies, that the public 
and official anonuncement of his decease was 
made.

NEWSPAPER CIRCULATION LAW. 
Madison, Ind., April 17.~[Editor of The 
Tribune.]—The newspapers of the United 
States have just made the fourth statement 
under the Barnhardt order to the postoffice 
appropriation bill of 1912. 

During the two years that this law has 
been in effect the department of justice or 
the postoffice department has made no 
known effort to ascertain the truthfulness 
of the filed statements of ownership, man- 
agement, and circulation, etc. 

Speaking before the American Advertisers’ asso- 
ciation convention in Chicago a few days ago on 
„Advertiser and Oirculation,’’ Miss Ida Clarke 
said: 

A paper in the middle west gave the government 
a statement for the six months ending June, 1918, 
which showed 8,200; a new management found 
that they had only 1,800. A western paper 
claimed 15,000 under its old management; the new 
management found that they had only between 
10,000 and 11.000.“ 

Some method should be arranged to make 
impossible the filing of false statements. As 
the law now stands it is as misleading as 
the old Guaranteed Under the Food and 
Drugs Act clause of the pure food law. 
which was for years misunderstood by the 
public and a source of trouble to the chem- 
ists of the agriculture department. 

No one believes that the mere passage of 
a law requiring these statements of owner- 
ship, etc., has cured the trouble which it was 
intended to check. Corporation ownership or 
control of newspapers and magazines was 
not shown by the statements, and, while 
many papers receded a little in circulation 
claims when the law was first passed, the 
claims are growing again as the fear of pros- 
ecution is allayed. 

Our amendment to the present law, requir- 
ing and prescribing a simple method of cir- 
culation accounting, ownership, and indebt- 
edness positively and quickly audited by 
postoffice inspectors, should make the pres- 
ent law one of great value and very positive 
in effect, and should not be objectionable 
to publishers who have nothing to hide. 
With a system of inspection by the post- 
office department in effect there should be 
no doubt of the statements of ownership, 
management, circulation, etc.

The great central plateau carries 
temperate and sub-tropical condi- 
tions over much the greater part of 
the Republic. 

The temperature rises steadily as 
one descends to the lowlands on 
either side of the plateau, until the 
upper limit of the tropical region, 
called ‘‘tierras calientes,” is reached, 
where the climate is hot, humid, and 
unhealthy, as elsewhere in the for- 
ested coastal plains of tropical Amer- 
ica. Here the temperature often 
rises to 105°, and in the sultry dis- 
tricts of Vera Cruz, Guaymas, and 
Acapulco to and even above 110°.

Judge John D. Owens, appeeied from the 
decision of the chair. As only three members 
of the commission, Chairman Butts included, 
arrived in time to attend the resumption of 
the hearing in the rooms of the county 
board at 2 p. m., nc action on the appeal was 
taken. Representative R. J. Kasserman, 
Democrat, of Newton, alone sided with Mr. 
McEwen. 


Attorneys 3 Point. 

Mr. McEwen argued the Empire machine 
is recognized as an improvement on the 
Standard machine, and contended that it 
was competent for him to show the Standard 
machine cannot successfully be manipulated.

LENN DILLARD GUNN, annoyed by the 
apathy following his preaching of a 
crusade on behalf of the American com- 
poser, rolled up his sleeves last Novem- 
ber and began a crusade of his own. 
On the face of it the scheme was wild enouga. 
He had no backing of a financial. sort; he 
had had little orchestral experience; he pos- 
sessed only a few manuscript scores and home- 
spun articles like them are of as much value 
as fresh laid poetry.

Miss Stevenson sang the rather sedate num- 
ber with a rich beauty of tone and a big style, 
but it was with the group of six songs by John 
Alden Carpenter that her greater success came. 
These settings of verses by the reigning sen- 
sation of the world of letters, Rabindranath 
Tagore, a poet-philosopher of India, appeare¢ 
earlier this year, and the excellent orchestral 
versions were written (rumor saith) by a mem- 
ber of the orchestra, A. van der Voort. Re- 
peated hearing deepens ‘the conviction that 
Mr. Carpenter’s lyric gift is the superlative 
expression of the American art-song.

Miss Stevenson's interpretations were a large 
factor in their success. Against an opulent 
orchestral background, her purity of tone made 
exquisite effect.

Prudence Neff, the resident pianiste, intro- 
duced a new concerto, by Felix Borowski, who 
is also pedagogue and critic. It Was a rare 
combination of interpreter and medium for such 

n occasion. The concerto, written at a period 
Borowski was still faithful to the 
classic idea of concerto, is brilliant, melodious, 
and pianistic. In it is rone of the ultra- 
modern cacophony. On the contrary, its values 
of the romantic school are pronounced. Miss 
Neff gave it a reading wholly praiseworthy from 
a technical aspect; it was vivid, and it was con- 
ceived in good style. Her success was em- 
phatic.

The other novelties, were three “Oriental 
Sketches” by P. Marinus Paulsen, two move- 
ments from Samuel Bollinger’s suite, The 
Sphinx,” and Carl Busch’s “Chippewa Vision,” 
for string orchestra. Mr. Paulsen's contribu- 
tions proved to be descriptive music of piquancy 
and melodic charm, lightly orchestrated, and 
consciously confined to the genre. The pieces 
show practical knowledge of the orchestra. Mr. 
Bollinger spoke with rather more unction. The 
“Theban Festival” caught the audience by its 
rhapsodic note, and its rhythmic vitality marked 
it especially with the American characteristic. 
Mr. Busch's modest movement for strings alone 
found favor by its fluency, and if the audience 
did not catch the symbolism, it may be ex- 
plained that Indians are more nearly a tradition 
in Chicago than they are in Kansas City: 

This second concert was even more success- 
ful than the first. Its program was more 
varied. The larger orchestra made better effect. 
Mr. Gunn has accomplished a big thing in giving 
these concerts, and, by the light in his eye, his 
crusader’s fervor threatens more 6nslaughts on 
the pagan hordes of scoffers.

If these dark 
horses can maintain a pace anywhere near 
as fast as the one they are now setting, the 
noble army of forecasters won’t do much 
boasting next fall. Barney Dreyfuss will be 
able to speak of the Federal league without 
losing his temper. And Frank Baker will 
get a look at a guy (Ham Hyatt) who can 
whale em just as far over the right field 
fence as he can.

The results of the next four battles ough’ 
to show which team is best, in the west at 
least. So far the Detroit men have had 6 
little softer going than the White Sox have 
enjoyed. The Tigers have faced St. Louis in 
two series and Cleveland in one, while the 

Sox have been up against the Naps in two 
series and the Browns in one. 


Cal Hopes to Trim Tigers. 

Both St. Louis and Cleveland have been 
hard teams for the Sox to beat in previous 
years, but the Tigers have not found either of 
them particularly tormidable. In spite of the 
crippled condition of the Naps it is pretty cer- 
tain they are a tougher team to beat than the 
Browns are. Consequently Manager Callahan 
hopes for a favorable verdict in the coming tus 
sle for first place. The dope points that way and 
history shows that the Tigers have been softer 
for Chicago in the recent past than Cleveland 
has been. 

To cop the lead the Sox must play better base- 
ball than they did in two of the three games they 
have just lost to Cleveland. Their defense was 
ragged and weak in spots. Defense is the only 
strong point about the Sox, so when that breaks 
down they have about as much chance as a man 
overboard in midocean with nothing in sight but 
a couple of lemonade inhalers. The games played 
so far do not indicate that the Sox attack is going 
to be much stronger than last season. There 
seems to be the same trouble as in 1913 with 
men on bases—too many of the batsmen experi- 
ence difficulty in swallowing when they face the 
pitcher in a pinch. There may be a slight ime 
provement, but not enough to fuss about. 


Blackburne Helps Infield. 


Defensively the Callahans ought to be stronger 
than ever with a swell pitching staff in Scott, 
Cicotte, Bénz, and Russell, and with Ed Walsh 
and some promising youngsters in reserve. Black- 
burne seems to have strengthened the infield, for 
his strong throwing arm has proved valuable in 
completing double plays via second base. The 
outfield is a bit shaky with Catcher Daly learn- 
ing a new job, but the kid is improving con- 
stantly in bis judgment of where to play for 
opponents. 

The White Sox pennant hopes rest largely on 
their stiff defense, and on the development of the 
old Fielder Jones team’s ability to score runs 
without hits. To be successful Manager Cal- 
lahan must find some way to shorten the dis- 
tance from third base home. The White 80 
in recent years have found that distance nearly 
twice as great as from home to third base—which 
is not the paradox it sounds like. 

Tex Russell probably will be elected to open 
the series against Detroit tomorrow. His in- 
jured finger still requires a tape corset, but it 
is on the hand he uses only in fielding, con- 
sequently said corset will not handicap him im 
pitching.

Befofe finally capitulating to the land- 
lord—or signing a year’s lease—the pro- 
spective tenant is advised to visit the 
health department. Let him ask to see 
the record card of the house or apartment 
whieh be proposes to rent. 
If no card is in the files he may be rea- 
sonably assured that the quarters he ex- 
fo occupy;are free from contagion. 

If a card is produced it will show every 
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cleanliness is an unhonored virtue and 
Sanitary precautions are not observed. 
Meanwhile, very few people in Chicago 
realize how much the city is doing to help 
them preserve and protect their health. 
There are provided at the public expense 
and et the call of any citizen, fifty physi- 
cians in charge of contagious disease work, 
each in charge of a regular district; twen- 
ty-five quarantine officers, whose duty it is 
to see to the disinfection of premises after 
the termination of disease, and to enforce 
the querantine laws during its prevalence, 
and fifty-three sanitary inspectors, who do 
their best to keep the buildings of the city 
in decent condition from the standpoint 
of health.

BRITAIN DELAYS 
ULSTER INVASION 


Troops Ready to Start, but 
King and Cabinet Are Un- 
decided Over Action. 


Tillers of Soil Are Only 40 
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ARREST SHIP’S OFFICERS. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, April 28, 8 a. m.—Notwithstand- 
ing yesterday’s emphatic and apparently 
well based statements that not a single fresh 
soldier has yet moved towards Ulster, re- 
ports from Dublin persist that three regi- 
ments are under orders and can start on brief 
notice. The fact seems to be that the gov- 
ernment is as yet undecided as to what 
course to take. 

In the house of lords yesterday the Marquis 
of Crewe, the lord privy seal, said the gov- 
ernment had not ordered troops to Ulster. 
Lieut. Gen. Sir Arthur Paget, he said, had 
absolute control in reference to the move- 
ment of the troops in Ireland. Lieut. Gen. 
Paget had not notified the government of any 
movement of troops or of his intention to 
move any. The Marquis of Crewe implied 
that he would move troops if necessary. 
After replying to numerous questions in the 
house of commons in regard to Ulster, espe- 
cially in reference to the gun running, Pre- 
mier Asquith visited the king, after which he 
attended a meeting of the cabinet which last- 
ed nearly three hours. 

Maj. Gen. Sir Cecil MacReady, director of 
personal oe of the war office, has been 
appointed magistrate for the counties of 
Antrim and Down, with command of the 
police there and at Belfast. This possibly si 
the first step in establishing military gov- 
ernment, but not martial law. 


Asquith Promises Punishment. 

Premier Asquith spoke in a grave tone yes- 
terday when he promised that proper steps 
would be taken to vindicate the authority of 
the government and the ministerial papers 
today say the cabinet {s unanimous in the 
determination that strong measures shal! be 
taken to punish the persons implicated in the 
gun running. 

The Daily News and Leader hints that the 

arrest of Sir Edward Carson and other Ulster 
leaders is contemplated.. Sir Edward and 
Capt. James Craig, another prominent I- 
ster Unionist, say they are quite ready to be 
arrested. They say it would not affect the 
Ulster organization, which is now complete. 
It is declared that no obstacles will be 
placed in the way of arresting the Unioniat 
leaders. The men arrested will be arraigned 
at Belfast. Their appearance there as pris- 
oners is likely to cause serious trouble. 
The pariiamentary correspondent of the 
Times reports that there is a belief in some 
quarters that a big ministerial movement is 
on foot. He says the premier in the house 
of commons today may make a definite offer 
which will lead to the dissolution of parlia- 
ment in a short time. 


All Quiet in Belfast. 
Belfast was quiet yesterday. The Union- 
ists profcas complete unconcern about the 
threats of the government to punish every- 
body connected with the gun running. 
A dispatch from Belfast dated at midnight 
says five warships arrived off Larne last 
night and flashed their searchlights in all 
directions. The naval vessels are apparently 
small cruisers. The streets of Larne are 
crowded with people. 
The battleship squadron which was en- 
pected arrived there yesterday. The ships 
include the battleship Collingwood with the 
Prince of Wales aboard. He is going for a 
Short cruise before he returns to Oxford. 
The small steamer Roma, which ig owned 
at Larne, has been halted at Ayr, and its 
officers arrested on the charge of participat- 
ing in the gun running. It is reported, but 
without confirmation, that the Roma was 
forcibly commandeered by the Ulster vol-

Banker Vanderlip Declares 


Shows Possible Saving Per 
Capita of $21.47 a Year. 


Suburb Farms to Central 
Depots Cited. 


RAPS SOUTH WATER STREET PLAN 
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Chicago is paying $51,393,304 a year too 
much for its table. The municipal markets 
commission reported to the city council last 
night that this amount could be saved if 
waste between the producer and the con- 
sumer were eliminated. 

In a preliminary report the commission 
estimated that the city spends $321,208,146 
for its food. Of this amount the producer 
receives only $170,240,317 and the railroads 
Only $22,484,570. The wholesaler and jobber 
receive $32,120,815 and the retailer §96,362,- 
444. In these two items, the commission 
found, reductions could be made. It said 
the middleman's receipts could be cut to 
$12,848,326 and the retaller's to 564. 241, Cb. 

Such an economy, the report stated, would 
mean a per capita saving of $21.47 a year, or 
a saving of $98.76 for the average family. 


Want Trolley Freight. 
One recommendation for immediate action 
was one that Tux TRIBUNE has been trying 
to drive home for months—a trolley 
freight ’’ system bringing farm products di- 
rectly to the householder or his retail mar- 
ket. On this subject the report said: 

In order to give the producer direct ac- 
cess to the markets of the city and to fur- 
nigh the Chicago consumer with a fresher 
and more varied allotmem of farm products, 
trolley freight. service should be placed in 
operation over the present existing street 
railway lines, and the interurban street 
railways should be given direct access to the 
city’s markets. 

The rapid and easy access to the new 
markets achieved by the establishment of 
street railway service to and from the city 
will encourage production, and the vast 
amount of land near the city of Chicago at 
present undeveloped will be divided into 
small truck, poultry, dairy, and fruit farms. 


Favor Freight Cars at Night. 

“The time has arrived when our urban 
and interurban street railways should be 
operated for the benefit of the community in 
shortening the route between the producer 
of farm products and the consumer. The 
carrying of freight by street railway lines 
inside the city limits, however, should not 
be permitted to interfere with the proper 
handling of the passenger traffic. 
Freight handied by the interurban street 
railways could be carried over the Chicago 
street railway lines between the hours of 11 
p. m. and 5 a. m. without inconvenience to 
the public. By permitting our street cars 
to carry freight during the night street con- 
gestion in the day time will be lessened to 
a large extent by the elimination of a large 
amount of hauling by teams.”’ 


Raps South Water Street Plan. 
The commission took a decided rap at the 
plan to move the present South Water street 
market, according to rumor, to the deserted 
site of the old Northwestern depot. It was 
urged such a shift should be made only after 
a most thorough and scientific study. 

Other quotations from a summary.of the 
commission's recommendations follow: 
*Chicago’s present market facilities are 
merely private trading centers where mid- 
dlemen and speculators congregate, These 
markets as now constituted are entirely in- 
adequate, insanitary, and extremely waste- 
ful. The city should proceed to formulate 
plans and proposals for a comprehensive 
system of wholesale terminal markets under 
the control of the city designed to render 
efficient and satisfactory service to the con- 
suming public. 

„ Retail markets should be established by 
the city whenever private retailers by exces- 
sive and unreasonable prices or an unwhole- 
some food supply fail to render satisfactory 
service to the economically weaker part of 


the city’s population.

Use of Night Trolley Freight from

CAR DROPS FOUR FLOORS. 


Several of Sixteen Persons Who 
Were Jammed Into Cage 
Badly Shaken Up and 
Bruised, 


Louis Rosenfeld, an elevator operator in 
the Fine Arts building, stopped his car at the 
fourth floor shortly before 5:30 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon. The car was packed with 
students and teachers who had just left the 
studios on the upper floors. Arthur Bissell 
of the Bissell-Weisert Piano company, and 
manager of the Fine Arts theater; Ernest 
Cove, an actor, and two women were waiting 
on the fourth floor. 

„Why, there's not room in here for them,” 
remarked one of the passengers on seeing the 
car stop. 

„1 guess you can squeeze in,” Rosenfeld 


told them. 

They squeezed in. The car hardly had start- 
ed downward again when a cable snapped 
and it shot down the shaft with a roar. Wom- 
en screamed and clutched at each other. They 
were packed in so tight, however, they could 
hardly move. Then the car stopped with a 
terrific jolt. The emergency grips had 
checked its progress within a few feet of the 
bottom of the shaft. 


Cable Whips Into Car. 

The broken cable came squirming down 
the ehoft like a snake and crashed on the 
roof of the car. The ends were whipped 
through the enirance and struck several of 
the passengers. Two women fainted. 

The crash could be heard out on Michigan 
avente and reverberated through the entire 
building. Several men in the corridor of the 
first floor ran to the assistance of the injured. 
Sam Lederer, manager of the Studebaker the- 
aier, was one of the first to reach the shaft, 
and with the aid of several men pulled open 
the door. The top of the car had stopped only 
a few feet above the floor level, and the 
women had to be lifted out. None of them 
was found to be seriously injured, but many 
of the women were hysterical from nervous 
shock. 

There were at least sixteen persons in the 
car, The city regulations permit only twelve 
for elevators of that size and construction.

Many of those injured refused medical as- 
sistance and went home. Some refused to give 
their names and others are believed to have 
given fictitious names.

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‘FINAL ARGU MEN TS START SENATE TOLLS REPORT 


ON RATES BEGUN 


Hearing of Plea for 5 Per Cent 
Increase Nears End Before 
Commerce Body. 


NEED OF REVENUE ISSUE. 


Roads’ Counsel Urge Advance; 
Brandeis Suggests Efficient 
Management. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 

Washington, D. C., April 27.—|[Special.]— 
Final arguments in the 5 per cent advance 
rate case were begun today before the inter- 
state commerce commission. 

George Stuart Patterson, counsel for the 
Pennsylvania railroad, and O. E. Butterfield, 
counsel for the New York Central lines, 
opened the arguments. The other railroad 
representatives will follow them, after which 
Clifford Thorne, state railroad commissioner 
of Iowa, will be heard. 

Walter L. Fisher, appearing for the Chi- 
cago Association of Commerce, will argue 
against any decision which might complicate 
further the terminal situation in Chicago. 
He will be heard on Wednesday. Rush But- 
ler, counsel for the Chicago Association of 
Commerce, will argue against a further in- 
crease in the lake and rail rates from Chi- 
cago. 


Need of Revenue “Jain Issue. 

Louis D. Brandeis, special counsel for the 
interstate commerce commission, will close 
the arguments against the increase and a 
brief reply will be made by railroad counsel. 

The case will go to the commission on the 
question whether the railroads need an in- 
‘crease in revenue, and if so the manner of 
obtaining the increase will be decided later. 

The railroads, basing their plea for an in- 
crease on the claim that their present net 
revenues are too small for further capitaliza- 
tion, are desirous of having an early decision 
in their favor. 

Mr. Brandeis, assuming that the present 
revenues are too small, holde the proper way 
is not to increase the freight rates, but to 
obtain a more efficient management of the 
roads from a practical operating viewpoint. 


Patterson Gives Rail Argument. 

Mr. Patterson today summed up the rail- 
road case as follows: 

„One of the principal causes for the im 
paired ability of the railroads to obtain new 
capital is that their property investment is 
increasing in a greater ratio than their net 
operating revenue and that their inability to 
increase their rates to meet increased ex- 
penses has made them no longer responsible 
to the law of increasing returns. 

“* Unless the railroads are permitted to in- 
crease their revenues by a reasonable in- 
crease in their rates for transportaton serv- 
ices so as to help meet the large and perma- 
nent increases in the cost of capital, wages, 
taxes, and other expenses, then it will be 
only a question of time when there will re- 
sult not merely the reduction or suspension 
of dividends, but also, in some cases at least, 
a default in the payment of interest and 
ether obligations. 


Foresees Lack of Capital. 

Unless the railroads are able to receive 
rates for their transportation services that 
will produce net revenues sufficient to meet 
reasonable dividend requirements and leave 
a reasonable surplus as a margin of safety 
to help defray the ‘ cost of progress,’ secure 
the future stability of rates, establish confi- 
dence in the continuance of dividends, and 
otherwise maintain credit, there is but little 
ground to believe that private investors will 
afford the necessary new capital. 

‘‘ Diminished surplus earnings prevent the 
creation of adequate reserve funds unless 
dividends be curtailed or suspended. Cur- 
tailments of dividends would aggravate the 
situation, while suspension of dividends 
would make it increasingly difficult to ob- 
tain any capital, even by the sale of bonds, 
and where obtainable by bond sales it would 
only be at much higher rate of interest. 

“Total suspension of dividends by all the 
railroads, though it would produce a great 
panic, would not produce the amount of new 
capital required.” 


Brandeis Urges Economies. 

Mr. Brandeis’ brief in opposition to the 
increase in rates says: 

Though a general need of greater reve- 
nues be shown, it seems clear that it should 
‘be provided in ways other than through the 
tariffs filed. 

The alleged horizontal increase would 
intensify existing injustice and discrimina- 
tion in rates. It would give additional reve- 
nues where relief is not needed and would 
fail to give adequate revenues to carriers

ILLINOIS SENDS A PROTEST.

Washington, D. C., April 27.—Hearings on 
the; bill to repeal the free tolls provision of 
the Panama canal act were closed tonight, 
and the senate canals committee tomorrow 
will begin consideration in executive session 
of a report ta the senate. The committee 
was said tonight to be about evenly divided 
for.and against repeal. 

Chairman O Gorman thought the execu- 
tive deliberations might last two days, but it 
seemed practically certain that a majority 
would favor some sort of report so that the 
measure might be brought before the open 
senate during/the present week. 


May Waive No Rights. 

Senator Simmons, who has been prominent 

in the fight for repeal, said the committee 
might report the bill with an amendment 
which would declare in substance that the 
United States waives no rights over the 
canal.
